theownér. The eighteenth amend- 
ment gave no such power to con- 
gress. Manufacture, sale and trans- 
port&tion are the things pohibited— 
no personal use.”

POISONING PROBE 
SHIFTS TO CAPITOL 


Interest Now Centers in 

an Examination Being 
-_Made Under Direction 
of the State Chemist. 


Interest in the case of the al- 
leged poisoning of Fred D. Shepard, 
prominent fruit grower of Fort 
Valley, now centers about the out- 
come of the investigation now being 
made by scientists at the state cap- 
itol, under the direction of Edgar 
Eberhardt, state chemist, in an ef- 
fort to ascertain whether or not 
‘there is poison in the viscera of 
the deceased, whose body was ex- 
humed Saturday for-autopsy. 

Dr. Eberhardt stated on Monday 
that assuming the best results to 
all tests no report could possibly 
be expectéd prior to Thursday of 
this week. L. P. Whitfield, man- 
ager of the Whitfield Secret Serv- 
ice, is in charge of the case, but 
refused to issue any statement upon 
the matter at present. . 

Dispatches from Jacksonville, 
Fla, where Dr. E. F. Elmer prac- 
ticed medicine for several years, 
state that neither he nor Mrs. El- 
mer, former ‘wife of Shepard, are 
to be found in that city. It is un- 
officially given out that Mrs. Elmer 
was in Perry, Ga., on Sunday, pre- 
sumably assisting in the investi- 
gation. Perry is the home of Mrs. 
Alice ‘Crandall, sister of Shepard, 
and the one to whom the anony- 
mous will was mailed some two 
weeks ago which led to the in- 
quest. 

Reports Are Denied. 

Published reports that Dr. and 
Mrs. Elmer, then Mrs. Shepard, 
were married six weeks after the 
death of the latter’s husband were 
denied on Monday. It is alleged 
that the couple were married ‘on 
October 6, approximately five 
months after the death. At the same 
time the reported statements of Dr. 
Elmer to the effect that he came 
to Jacksonville from South Caro- 
lina were denied and the counter- 
statement made that his home had 
originally been in Mexico. . 

On Monday nforning the office of 
Dr. Eberhardt, at the state cap- 
itol, was a scene of intense activ- 
ity. The,first Steps toward the de- 
termination of the cause of the mil- 
lionaire’s death were being taken. 
The tedious process of isolating the 
alleged poison from all extraneous 
matter of the viscera was in prog- 
ress in retorts and solution beakers. 

Dr. Eberhardt explained that the

% rhoea and black spots upon the ab- 


domen, indicate a metallic. poison- 
ing. The poisons under this clas- 
sification, -such as arsenic, anti- 
mony and mercury, ~‘ill be sought 
first. Should none of these be found 
the tests will continue, through the 
long list of volatile, inorganic, al- 
kaloid and unclassified poisons, 
which might very possibly require 
from fifty to seventy different tests. 
Cases in Seuth Georgia. 

From his experience in poison 
cases the chemist declared that 
strichnine and arsenic are most 
often used in murder cases. He 
also stated that practically all of 
the murders by poison recorded 


within the state take place in south 
Georgia, occurring in the ratio of 
about thirty to one as compared 
with the northern sections. 

Reports from those present when 
the body of Shepard was exhumed 
on Saturday describe it.as perfect- 
ly preserved, resembling a petrified 
condition, and bearing a white 
mold.

der of Commissioner Fullbright to 
increase the county’s tax geturns 40

Butts county was notified by the 
tax commissioner the first of this 
vear, along with a number of others, 
that an increase in tax returns of 
66 per cent would be necessary for 
equalization purposes, but when the 
digest was filed with the state of- 
ficial it was found the increase was 
ohly 15 per cent. 

Mr. Fullbright then 
that a further increa@t of 48 per 
cent was necessary. The board of 
assessors demanded arbitration, and 
officials to act for the state and 
county were appointed. The demand 
was withdrawn bv the county on 
August 26, according to Mr. Full- 
bright, and a new order was issued 
reducing the required increase to 
40 per cent. 

Several days later a bill seeking 
to enjoin the board of assessors for 
complying with the order was filed 
in the superior court of the Flynt 
circuit, and the commissioners, it 
is stated, served with a copy of pro- 
ceedings. The hearing was held 
before Judge W. E. H. Searcy at 
Griffin, and he refused to grant 
the injunction. 


Grounds of Attack. 


The petitioners’ principal attack 
on the equalization law of 1913 is 
based on the plea that it does not 
provide for notice of an increase to 
individual taxpayers, or a hearing 
on such order when made by the tax 
commissioner on a county’ as a 
whole. It is also contended “by the 
plaintiffs that the act does not 
provide a uniform method of assess- 
ing private property and property 
of corporations.

Debt of Gratitude Owed 
to Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem for Preventing Fi- 
nancial Crisis. 


| New York, November 8.—In an ad- 
dress delivered by Nathan S. Jonas, 
president of the Manufacturers’ 


Trust Company of Brooklyn and 
New York, at the second annual din- 
ner of the company at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, he said, in part: 

“This opportunity of extending a 
greeting to the unusual combination 
of officers, directors, stockholders, 
employees and guests assembled at 
one gathering, gives me a great deal 
of pleasure. We are very grateful

for their co-operation; it is our de- 


“A great part of the past year has 
been a trying one for business men 
as well as their banking instith- 
tions, all of whom, in my opinion, 
owe a debt of gratitude to the of- 
ficers of the Federal Reserve bank 
for their timely action tending to- 
wards deflation, which prevented 
what otherwise might have devel- 
oped into a real crisig. 

“In common with most financial 
institutions, we suffered a depre- 
ciation in securities, and if it were 
not for the charge-offs in this con- 
nection, the addition: to surplus 
would have been considerably larg- 
er.

It will be recalled that the inter- 
state commission granted a few 
weeks ago an increase of 25 per 
cent in freight and 20 per cent in 
passenger rates on interstate busi- 
ness, and several state commissions 
refused to accede tothe same on the 


intrastate traffic within their juris- 
diction, whereupon the railroads 
filed protests and asked for hear- 
ings before the interstate commis- 
sions. Other states that granted 
the increases in local business in a 
general schedule made notable ex- 
ceptions. .The Georgia commission, 
for instance, made an exception as 
to cotton linters and paving and 
building brick. The railroads filed 
protests and made application to 
the interstate commission to com- 
pel the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion to enforce the interstate rates 
on all intrastate business in Geor- 
gia without exception.
